ANECDOTES OF LINNZUs, 
(The celebrated Swedish Naturalist.) 


A lady of the province of Upsala, who had 
never been beyond its boundaries, applied toa 
friend of Linnaeus ior a letter of recommenda- 
tion, that she might have an opportunity of ma. 
king the acquaintance of this eminent characte 
er, and at the same time see his collection. 'Ihg 
philosopher received ber with much politeness, 
and, as he was showing her the museum, the 
good lady was so filled with astonishment at the 
sight ef an assemblage of such a-number of 
dillerent objects: upoa each of which Linneus 
had always something to remark, that she ex- 
claimed—“ I ae longer wonder that Linnaeus is 
so well known over the whole province of Up- 
sala ?’ Lianaeus, who, instead of the province 
of Upsala, expected to hear the whole umverse, 
was so shocked, that he would show her nothing 
more of the nruseum, and sent the lady away 
quite confounded at the change of his humor, 
and at the same time believed that ber high en- 
conium had wounded the feelings of the great 
philosopher. 3 

One day, being io 2 melancholy temper, he 
gave orders that no person should be adinitted 
to him, and placed himself in hts bed-vo wn and 
a nigbt-cap, sad aad pensive, upon’ his sofa. 
An officer in the Swedish service arrived with 
a party of ladies, who had made a journey for 
the express or of seeing be Linnacan col- 
lection. The officer was deuied admittance ; 
but being aware of Linnaeas’s czprice, he 
would not be refused by the servant, but push- 
ed by bim and entered the chamber where Lin- 
acus wassitting. At first some indignation was 
shown at this intrusion; but the officer introda- 
ced the ladies with a most extravagant pane- 
gyric to the illustrious philosopher who was the 
sole object of their journey ; to the man whom 
the whole world allowed te be the greatest ; to 
that man who had put Nature herself to the rack 
to discover her dearest secrets, &c. Linnacus’s 
surly humor instautly forsook him, and he ne- 
ver appeared more anriable in his manners than 
to this officer, whom he embraced tenderly, cal- 
ling him his true friend, &c. &c. 

e was so singularly enamoured of praise, 
that his mind was never in that sedate state 
which would have enabled him to distingu'sh 
true commendation from flattery and deceptien. 
A clergyman who heard of this couid not credit 
such reports: was convinced of their truth by 
one of his friends: who composed so ridiculous 
an eulogy for Linnaeus: that the weakest child 
might have treated it asa farce or satire. It 
was worded in the bembast of the middie ages, 
or in the Asiatic style. He called him the sun 
of Botanists, the Jupiter of the Literati, the 
secretary. of “ature, an ocean of science, @ 
moving mountain of erudition, and other ap- 
péllations tothe same effect. Linnaeus, far from 
fee!ing displeasure at such excessive and ridicu- 
lous compliments, interrupted the Dp hig 
each phrase, embraciog him, aad calling him 
his dearest friend.
